The few towns under 
5,000 which now have saloons 
were incorporated before the 
passage of the law and have char- 
ters which cannot be interfered 
with. 

About sixty towns surrendered 
charters giving them the right to 
(rant retail liquor licenses, and 
were reincorporated under the 
provisions of the "four-mile" 1 
law 

The "wet" counties remaining 
in Termesse, as shown by the 
map published by the Tennessee 
Anti-Saloon League, are : Shelby, 
Madison, Chester, Mauray, Da- 
vidson, Moore, Eranklin, Ham- 
ilton, Campbell, Knox, Sullivan 
and Unicorn. It is remarkable 
that the two counties in tbeState 
which are famous for whisky 
making, Lincoln and Robertson, 
are now both "dry." 

A tidal wave of prohibition is 
also sweeping over Texas. Of 
the 24t$ counties in the Lone Star 
State, 180 have voted total pro- 
hibition, fifty others have par- 
tial prohibition, leaving fifty- 
seven counties only in which 
liquor is sold without restriction. 
Several large counties are to vote 
on the question in the next thir- 
ty days. Gov. Lanham is a strong 
prohibitionist and is expected to 
help in the movement for a pro- 
hibition legislature next year.

Kentucky Will Raise Tobacco 

for Ci.«ar and Cigarette Wrapper*. 

Kentucky is the first state west 
of the Apalachian range of 
mountains to try the experiment 
of raising tobacco to be used for 
cigarette wrappers. 

There is only one place in 
Kentucky where this kind of to- 
bacco is in cultivation. This 
place is in Harrison county, on 
J. W. Stump's farm two miles 
from Cynthiana. 

One acre of ground is enclosed 
in frame work nine feet high. 
The top and sides of this frame 
work are covered with white can- 
vas. The cost of the enclosure 
was $486, the canvas alone cost- 
ing nearly t400. 

On entering this enclosure one 
is impressed with the beauty of 
the scene. The first thought is- 
what a beautiful conservatory of 
foliage. Each stalk is the fac 
simile of every other stalk in the 
entire acre. 

The shade of green of the 
weed is a beautiful and restful 
color to the eye. Only once has 
it ever rained on it, but still it 
shows wonderful vigor and rapid 
growth. The success of the ex- 
periment is assured now. In a 
few years we predict this will 
be the common way of culti- 
vating tobacco in Kentucky. 



Had to Pay For His Paper. 
People who allow newspapers 
to come to their address, year

New Pontiff One of the 

Preachers of the Church. 



DATE 0FC0R0NATI0N NOT SET 



Home, Aug. 4.— The conclave, after 
being In session for four days, to-day 
elected Gulseppe Sarto, patriarch of 
Venice, as pope to succeed Leo XIII., 
and Sarto now reigns at the Vatican 
snd over the Catholic world as Plus X. 
To-nW?ht all Rome Is Illuminated in 
his honor. 

His election and the assumption of 
his holy office were marked by a strik- 
ing demonstration and ImpreBslve cer- 
emonies at the Vatican which ended 
snly this evening. To-morrow the new 
oope, clad In his full pontifical robes 
and with all the ritualistic ceremony, 
will receive the members of the diplo- 
matic corps, the cardinals and the 
bishops, who will then offer their offi- 
cial homage. 

Date at Caraaattea Mat Settled. 

The date on which the coronation of 
Plus X. will take place has not yet 
been decided, but the impression pre- 
vails that it will take place on Au- 
gust 9. Although the election was over 
at 11 o'clock this morning, and was an- 
nounced to the world 45 minutes later 
by the appearance of the new pope at 
the window of St. Peters, the conclave 
was not formally dissolved until 5:30 
o'clock this afternoon. The cardinals 
then returned to their various apart- 
ments in Rome, with the exception of 
Cardinals Rampolla and Orelegia, who 
temporarily retain their official suites 
in the Vatican, and Cardinal Herreroy 
Espinosa, who Is too 111 to be moved 
for several days.

MINING NOTES. 



Col. W. W. Smith, who owns 
the old Bell colliery and some 
800 acres of contiguous coal lands 
near Sturgis, Ky., purchased a 
large tract of surface last week 
for the purpose of making a new 
opening to the coal and building 
a dummy railway to Tradewater. 

One of the worst cases of re- 
bellion and insurrection that has 
ever existed in the State in the 
coal mining district is now on at 
Marquette, 111., in the Marquette 
Third Vein Company's mine says 
Fuel. The trouble is being wag- 
ed in utter defiance of the Nat- 
ional and State organizations of 
the United Mine Workers of 
America. The minority is carry- 
ing the day against the majority, 
and although the miners have 
been ordered back to work both 
by the state organization and the 
national organization, they ab- 
solutely refuse to do bo, and the 
mine has been idle off and on 
for the past three weeks. 

The trouble originated through 
the determination of a certain 
element to retain a check-weigh- 
man, who had been deposed by 
the state organization, because 
of an ungoverable temper, which 
he himself admitted that he pos- 
sessed, and also on the further 
grounds ol incompetency. The 
check-weighman had several 
friends in the mine and they de- 
cided that he should be reinstat- 
ed or they would refuse to work.
